NARROW 
ESCAPE. 


She had a narrow escape from al- 


most instantaneous death and will be 
BisCgured for life. 
The attack upon 


her is said to have been inspired by 
Jealousy, Mrs. Lawrence being consid- 
ered a. beautiful woman. She says her 
husband intended to kill her. 


SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 


Owing to domestic infelicity and a 


pending suit for divorce -which Mrs. 
Lawrence brought only a few days 
ago, the couple have been living apart 
for about two months. Mrs. Lawrence 
•went to live with a Mrs. Sprinkle, a 
next door neighbor. Mrs. -William E. 
Burton, a friend of Mrs. Lawrence, 
also boards with Mrs. Sprinkle. Mr. 
Lawrence has been occupying the 
family residence with an old man nam- 
ed "Jim," who has lived with 
the 


family several years, working around 
the house and yard. 


SHE WENT HOME. 


A few minutes-before 5 o'clock Mrs. 


Lawrence, knowing her husband was 
not at home, went over to the house 
to set some o£ her personal effects and 
some clothing for her infant daughter 
Rhoda. 


While standing- at the telephone talk- 


ing -with some one down town, Mr. Law- 
rence came home and entered the room. 
Mrs. 
Lawrence's story of what happened, 


as told afterwards to Mrs. Burton and 
Mrs. 
Sprinkle, is that her husband at- 


tacked her with a knife while her bank 
•was partly turned toward him. She had 
no warning, and no knowledge of Im- 
pending danger till she felt the keen 
knife cutting through her face and neck. 
Mrs. 
Lawrence screamed, dropped the 


telephone receiver and sank down, lying 
partly on the floor and partly on a couch. 
Mr. Lawrence then hurriedly left the 
house. She says he was intoxicated. 


DOCTOR CALLED. 


DT. Bell, one of the house physicians of 


Fabiola Hospital, which is only about two 
blocks away from the Lawrence 
resl- 


ence. was soon on the scene. The flow 
of blood was soon stopped, and 
the 


wounds dressed. 
Dr. Bell said this 


morning: 
"Jim, the old man, came Into the hos- 


pital, shortly after 5 o'clock, almost out 
of breath. He said: 


Mrs. Lawrence had been stabbed by her 


husband and entreated us to come Im- 
mediately. Mrs. Lawrence was greatly 
excited and 
bleeding profusely. 
The 


wound is a superficial one extending from 
below the right eye down across the 
cheek. It is jagged and of varying dopth, 
and.will leave a scar. At the jawbone 
the knife jumped "down to her neck a no. 
shoulder, making a cut just over the 
collar bone, and missing the 
carotid 


artery by a fraction of an inch. The cut 
then extends down over the shoulder 
blade. Mrs. Lawrence evidently turned 
•when she felt herself being c.ut. This, 
probably caused the knife to miss the 
carotid artery, one of the arteries which 
feeds the brain. If that artery had been 
cut, Mrs. Lawrence 
would have 
been 


dead before we could have reached hct".'1

EDITOR TRIBUNE:—I beg a little 


of your spare space to say; briefly that 
I want to see the Bay Cities proposi- 
tion carried through. I have been 
goaded to a state of Indignation by the 
number of letters'that have appeared 
in the newspapers • signed by persons 
residing in this community, who talk 
about voting'down the Bay 'Cities pro- 
position and buying the Contra Costa 
Water plant, and giving them any- 
thing they ask for It. 


It does look to me as though such 


people would "give away the whole 
town to the Contra Costa If it was up 
to their votes to do so. '- One would 
think from what they say that the 
Contra Costa was the-most loved In- 
stitution that ever erected Itself ln: a 
community; that the people would 
give it anything It'wanted. 


Either that, or it was such an affair 


that the site of Oakland would not be 
too much to give it to get rid of it. I 
am in favor of doing neither. We have 
been warring with it. for years and 
years.. It beats us every time in the 
Courts, and In the past It has beaten 
us at the polls. Only recently does it 
seem that the people have gathered the 
courage, the strength^and unanimity 
to successfully oppose this corporation. 
Tie Contra. Costa evidently does not 
believe that the people have now the 
strength to oppose it. It has so .often 
beaten the people at the contests, that 
having to get but one-third of the votes 
to defeat this bond proposition, it is 
apparently looking upon the result 
with the greatest confidence. The peo- 
ple, however, are not doing much 
talking; the vote is to be secret, and 
it is enough that when the time cornea 
they will go to the polls and avail 
themselves of that secret ballot. 


I think one of the silliest things that 


has been advanced, on behalf of the 
Contra Costa • in this contest la the 
scare which It, ha* tried- to ge up over 
the raise In taxation. Any one -who has 
read the statements that have appear- 
ed in the papers oh this' subject can 
figure it out/and see that there would 
be no raise in taxes whatever;..that If 
the water rates remain as now under 
the municipal plant, the taxes would 
be very considerable lowered. We are 
paying now about. $72,000 a year for 
city water, and en average of about 
$12,000 a year for litigation expenses 
and lawyers' fees in fighting the Contra 
Costa, and we have paid that average 
for years. Besides, the Contra Costa 
on its side has charged up against us 
In the last five years upwards of $150,- 
000 for the some'purpose, which sum 
has been figured in the expense of the 
company and used as a basis for the 
fixing, 3f water rates.

The people pay not only their own 


expense of litigation in the business, 
but also the expense of the Contra 
Costa, which together In less t'aan five 
years have amounted to over $200,000 
—an utter and outrageous waste of 
the people's money, .made necessary, 
however, by the intolerable charges of 
the Contra Costa Water Company. 
This money-we shall save:with a mu- 
nicipal water system. *

Colonel 
John P. Irish, became exceedingly 
wroth that such picture of the voting 
ticket of Mr. Randolph had been per- 
mitted to appear.

The charge 
against her will probably be mur- 
der, for Henry Rassin, a stevedore, 
36 years old, with whom she has 
been living, is dying at the Central' 
Emergency Hospital. 


Mary Geary and Rassin lived to- 


gether at 307 Fourth street. Last 
night she was out drinking with a 
number of men and women and 
when she returned in a maudlin 
condition, Rassin 
remonstrated 


with her. 


In her drunken frenzy she seized 


a French cook knife and stabbed 


him 
in the 
abdomen. Fatally 


wounded he fell, calling for help, 
and the officers arrived in time to 
catch the woman. He was taken 
to the hospital; she to the jail. 


It was not believed at first that 


Rassin's injuries were serious, but 
later it developed that they were 
dangerous and the attending sur- 
geons performed an operation. Af- 
ter the operation was performed 
word was sent to the Hall of Jus- 
tice and Assistant Bond and War- 
rant Clerk Ward went out to take 
the dying man's statement. 


He told the story as related 


above and immediately elapsed in- 
to unconsciousness. He 
is still 


unconscious.

The inspection of Oakland harbor by_ Hon. 
Frank 
P. Flint, 


United States Senator-elect from California; Hon. George S. Nixon, 
Senator-elect from Nevada, and Hon. Duncan E. McKinlay, 
Con- 


gressman-elect from the Second district, ought to bear good fruit. 
It 


will acquaint all these gentlemen with the conditions and needs of the 
harbor prior to their entrance upon their official duties. They will be 
prepared by information obtained at first hands and by personal ob- 
servation to deal with the improvement question iri an intelligent 
manner. 
, 


We are confident the harbor will be fairly treated by them, and 


that the interests of Oakland will receive proper attention in the future. 


Senator Flint has expressed himself in terms which carry 
the 


conviction that he is in hearty sympathy with all projects for public 
improvement in California. He is apparently particularly friendly to 
Oakland. Moreo\er, he is taking pains to acquaint himself with the 
wants of every locality in the State prior to going to Washington to 
take his seat. With a view to accurately informing himself he has 
traveled all over California, seeing for himself and conversing with 
leading citizens and prominent officials. He will therefore go into the 
Senate in close touch with the legislative needs of every division of 
his constituency. His eagnerness to learn is indicative of a willing- 
ness to ser\e that is not warped by sectional partiality. 


Senator Nixon is from another State, but he is a Cahfornian in 


sympathy, and his State is closely identified by ties of interest and as- 
sociation with California. Nevada's natural outlet to the sea is here 
on the bav of San Francisco. It is natural therefore that Mr. Nixon 
should take a special interest in the question of harbor improve- 
ments on this bay. Consequently we have every reason to believe 
that he will be an active and earnest ally of Senator Perkins and Sena- 
tor Flint in urging appropriations for completing the contemplated 
improvements for this harbor. 


We have every assurance that Mr. McKmlay will be an energetic 


coadjutor in this work 
In the House 
he will stand shoulder to 


shoulder \\ith Mr. Knowland on all measures in behalf of Oakland 
harbor and the Mare Island Navy Yard. 


The improvement of the harbor in accordance with the plans of 


Colonel Heuer will cost about three-quarters of a million. The river 
and harbor bill now before Congress carries a present appropriation 
of Sioo,ooo and provides for $150,000 more. Conseqnently Congress 
will have to provide for half a million hereafter. This sum should be 
forthcoming within the next two or three years that the work may 
proceed diligently and without periodical stoppages. But above all 
things the harbor should have at once a twenty-five foot channel to 
the foot of Oak street. Such a channel is the key to th^. whole scheme 
of harbor improvement and should be anterior to all other improve- 
ments. 


The Opportunity and the Man. 


The complaint is frequently heard that the Mayor is not to be 


found in the executive office at the City Hall during ordinary busi- 
ness hours. This fact is not alluded to by way of criticism, but to 
refer to the consoling reflection that there will be no ground for such 
complaints when Frank K. Mott is elected Mayor. There will be no 
trouble about getting speech with the Mayor during the next two 
years. 


Mr. Mott is a methodical man of business who takes a lively per- 


sonal interest in the affairs of the city. He possesses a conscientious 
sense of duty and is the sort of a man to neglect his private business 
rather than neglect the duties of his office. 
He will serve the public 


devotedly and intelligently. 
i 


It is a matter for congratulation that Mr. Mott has no activities 


outside the City of Oakland. All his business interests and family 
ties are centered here and citizens having business with the head, of 
the municipality can be assured that Mr. Mott will always be on 
hand when wanted. When not at the City Hall he will always be ac- 
cessible at his place of business on Broadway. 


Moreover, Mr. Mott has the saving grace of good humor and a 


sound digestion. His unfailing good temper and willingness to be of 
service are no mean qualifications in an office so full of small per- 
plexities as is the office of Mayor of Oakland. A kindly heart, 
a 


genial manner and a forebearing disposition arm him against fret- 
ful xvorry and insure the pleasantest of intercourse between the Mayor 
that is to be and the citizens who have delegated him the task of di- 
recting municipal affairs. 


But with all his kindly patience Mr. Mott 
is not lacking in 


firmness and decision. He has a stiff backbone and a sturdy sense of 
conviction. If he is diplomatic it does not proceed from pliability or 
vacillation. It is his nature to be kindly, his habit to be courteous, 
but beneath the pleasant manner is a robust individuality charged 


, with earnestness and moral purpose. 


Mr. Mott has an ardent feeling of loyalty for Oakland. It will be 


his pleasure as well as his duty to promote the welfare of the city and 
to improve and adorn it. To do this he will make both personal and 
business sacrifices, and will put personal and factional differences be- 
hind him. His t\\o terms as Councilman have given him an insight 
into municipal affairs that materially adds to his fitness and will in- 
crease his usefulness. 


And it must be said that if Mr". Mott promises to make an ex- 


cellent Mayor, he is not lacking in opportunity and support. He has 
a fine field before him, and behind him is a cordial and united support 
of the better elements of the city. Mr. Mott and the city are both 
to be congratulated on this aspect of the situation. 


The trading stamp bill which has passed the Senate is aimed to 


abate a commercial nuisance, but unfortunately it has been made a 
sort of dragnet affair. Its provisions are so sweeping that it is likely 
to prove a greater nuisance than the one it seeks to abate 
Some of 


these provisions appear to be unconstitutional. The bill should be 
amended and confined to the purpose which the merchants had in 
view when they recommended its passage. 


The Republicans have elected a Legislature in Missouri, but they 


seem unable to elect a Senator. Worse than that, the breweries and 
Catholic Church have been dragged into the fight. That is, one of 
the candidates is backed by a big brewery syndicate while another 
rests under the heinous charge of being a Catholic. A race question 
is also involved, the beer candidate being a Teuton, while the Catholic 
is Irish. All the materials seem present for a lively scrap. 


Coils Tightening Around flitchell. 


A FederaJ grand jury in Oregon continues to find indictments 


against Senator Mitchell, but the latter continues to calmly occupy 
his Seat in the Senate and to participate in all legislation coming Ibe- 
fore that body. The case against him is given a blacker complexion 
by the plea of guilty entered by Mitchell's law partner, former Judge 
Tanner, who confessed that he committed perjury in swearing to 
fake articles of agreement which'Mitchell cOoked up to dear his 
skirts of complicity in the land frauds. Tanner not only committed 
perjury himselfj but induced his son, at the suggestion Of Mitchell, to 
commit unintentional perjury. It was to save the son whom he had 
placed in jeopardy that Tanner confessed his guilt. la doing so, hej 


.placed in the hands of the court a. letter showing that his- crime 
was committed at the direct instigation of the Senator. 


Mitchell has tearfully proclaimed his innocence of complicity in 


trie land frauds, but his letter to Tanner does not support the claim 
of innocence. 
His artfully suggested scheme of perjury closed with 


the significant injunction, "burn this letter." The tenor of the letter 
explains the anxiety for its immediate destruction after it had served 
its purpose. An innocent man is not likely to suborn perjury in an ef- 
fort to vindicate himself from false charges. 
Mitchell's letter to Tan- 


ner, as well as the latter's confession, fasten upon the Senator the 
crime of counseling another to swear falsely. Nevertheless, the Sen- 
ate neither objects to Mitchell's participation in its deliberations nor 
takes steps to investigate the charges. 
The Senate of the United 


States is. evidently not copying after the Senate of California.

Assessor Dalton Urges Bill to Correct 


Assessments —New Hotel 


For Yosemite Valley. 


[Special to THE TRIBUNE.] 


SACRAMENTO, February 15.—Oak- 


land was specially honored in connec- 
tion with tne Lewis & Clark Fair at 
Portland when the plans for the Cali- 
fornia State Building at that show of- 
fered by the Oakland firm of architects, 
Dickey & Reed, were accepted. 


This has since been followed by the 


opening of bids for the erection of the 
building in the office of the Governor 
and the awarding of the contract also 
to an Oaklander, A. "W, Burrell, head 
Of the Burrell Construction Company. 


The Burrell bid was the lower of the 


two bids received, the other for $34,436 
having come from F. H. Barnes. 


There have been pictures published 


of the California Building at Portland, 
but they have been of the imaginative 
order. In fact, the perfected 
design 


has not, as yet, been completed in de- 
. tail and will not be ready tor the ar- 
tists's brush for some days. 


MANY MISSIONS. 


An idea obtained that the structure 


•was to be a reproduction of that at the 
St. Louis Fair, in which the main fa- 
cafle was a reproduction of the Mission 
at Santa Barbara. 


The building will be in the form of 


a Greek Cross. The north end will 
have a front fashioned after that of the 
Mission of San Antonio de Padua; the 
•west wing, a design suggested by the 
Mission of El Carmelo; the east wing, 
one suggesting the Mission of San Luis 
Rey and the wing a reproduction of 
Mission Dolores of San Francisco. In 
the middle of the structure will be a 
dome, the idea for which has been sug- 
gested by the Mission of San -Juan 
Capistrano. 


HOTEL -FOR YOSEMITE. 


The Curtin bill, one of the earliest 


introduced in the session, appropriat- 
ing $200,000 for the erection of a new 
hotel In Tosemite, went through 
the 


Senate without a dissenting vote. The 
author of the bill declared that there 
•would be no harm done by voting for 
the measure, because the question of 
receding the Valley 
to 
the 
"United 


States Government would be decided 
before final action would be taken on 
the hotel measure in the other House. 
If recession should pass the Senate the 
hotel v.-ould not be needed, but if the 
State were to retain hold of the Val- 
ley, a hotel would be a great desidera- 
tum. 


DRUG CLERKS' BILL. 


Governor Pardee will now have to 


dispose of the bill fixing the hours of 
labor of clerks in drug stores. 
The 


measure intended originally to have 
ten hours constitute a day's labor for 
a pharmacist but, in passing through 
the Senate, it was amended, so as not 
to make it oppressive upon employing 
pharmacists. 
One of the amendments 


provides that the time be fixed at the 
rate of ten hours a day, and that 
emergency calls are not to be consider- 
ed as in violation of the law. As good 
feeling seemed to attend the bill along 
its passage, there is hardly any doubt 
that the measure will meet the approv- 
al of the Governor. 


KIRK APPORTIONMENT. 


The battle over the new apportion- 


ment of school funds under the bill 
prepared by Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Kirk will be fought out in the 
Assembly Thursday next. There is a 
strong probability that 
the measure 


will pass. The great majority of the 
counties of the State under it will re- 
ceive more money than they have here- 
tofore received for school purposes and 
this fact makes a strong bid for pop- 
ularity. There are enough votes in the 
Legislature from the eight 
counties, 


whose apportionment will be decreased 
by the measure, to defeat the bill if 
they should decide to stand together, 
but there seems to be no possibility of 
cohesion among them. Some of them 
are radically opposed to the bill and 
others who ought to bo will vote for 
its passage because of policy sake. 


Assemblyman Strobridge has 
been 


Informed that his own school district 
•will loose 51411.74 each year by the 
change. 


LUKENS WORKS IN VAIN. 


Senator Lukens worked in a fruit- 


less manner to prevent the increasing 
of the expense of the proposed District 
Court of Appeals by opposing the crea- 
tion in the office of each clerk of an 
additional deputy. 
Under the bill, 


which passed the Senate several weeks 
ago and which is now before the As- 
sembly, each arm of the court was al- 
lowed a clerk at $200 a month, a deputy 
clerk, who should also act as stenog- 
rapher, at $120 and a bailiff 
at $100. 


Since the passage of ths Senate bill, 
the Assembly measure.on the same 
subject has come to the Senate and 
Senator Belshaw offered 
to 
it 
'Ills 


amendment providing, that the staff In- 
clude another deputy clerk at $1800 per 
year. , 


Senator Lukens said it had been 


shown that the Senate wanted only a 
clerk and a deputy who would; at the 
same time, i>e a'' stenographer. 
He 


thought that there was a principle .in- 
volved which'ought not to be forgotten 
and that was that .when Chief Justice 
Beatty gave his opinion that the court 
could be run at an expense of not more 
than $60,000 a year,- and when what 
he had to say had a good deal to do 
toward making people .favor the prop- 
osition, gratitude should be shown him 
by not placing the expense of the court 
beyond reasonable limits. 


The amendment, however, prevailed. 


NEED NOT BE GRADUATES. 


Assemblyman Strobridge has work- 


ed hard for the bill committed to him 
by the Alameda County Board of Edu- 
cation, which authorizes such Boards 
to grant High School certificates 
to 


teach without insisting that the.appli- 
cant shall be a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California. The bill passed 
the Assembly, there being fifty-five 
votes in the affirmative and none in the 
negative.

WALSH AND 
RAILROAD CROSS- 
INGS. 


The Walsh measure, which provides 


the manner in which railroads 
shall 


cross one another has received liberal 
endorsement, nearly all the members 
present voting in favor of the meas- 
ure.

Friends of the University of Califor- 


nia can find no fault with the Finance 
Committee of the Senate because of the 
treatment accorded the big school by 
that body yesterday, as every request 
made was granted, namely: 
$250,000 


for an agricultural building at Berke- 
ley, $125,000 of which is payable the 
first day of July, 1905; $12,000 for. the 
use of the Regents of the University, 
$6,000 of which becomes payable 'July 
1, 1905, and the rest, one year later; 
$10,000 for research in viticulture; $10,- 
000 for the installation of an electric

never go near their offices and that 
some other person has to do some of 
their work." 


"How many offenders do you know 


such a law would reach?" Senator 
Leavitt was asked. 


"Oh, there are three or four of them 


right here in the Capitol." was the 
answer. "Just think of It 
A' man 


with a salary of J3000 giving an' im- 
portant position in his office to 
his 


wife. 
It is simply because of the 


money that is in it." 


The Senator declined to mention the 


names of the officials who are availing 
themselves of this dual method of 
feathering their nest, because, he de- 
clared, he did not wish to embarrass 
anybody at the present time. 


Mutterings of dissatisfaction on this 


subject have come from the Finance 
Committee on several occasions when 
a bill comes up asking for another as- 
sistant or possibly an increase in the 
salary of a present attache, in an office 
where one of the names on the pay 
roll as the chief deputy is the wife of 
the principal.

The board passed a resolution to have 


the librarian convey to Assistant Librar- 
ian Miss Alice L. Peres an assurance of 
the board's sincere sympathy for 'her in 
her serious illness and the pleasure with 
which they hear of her 
improvement 
Miss Peres is now at Fabiola Hospital 
and has recently undergone a very serious 
operation. 
The librarian submitted his report for 
January, showing that he had. appointed 
Walter Bosmer as messenger to fill a. 
vacancy caused, by the .resignation of 
Charles Allen. 
The report shows that the total num 
ber of borrowers February 6 was 12,044. 
an increase OVCP last month of 366. 
The 
total number of books issued for home 
use was 18,016. 
These were divided in 
about the usual proportion among the 
classes as made up by the library. 
Additions to the library during the 
month aggregate 355 volumes and 249 
volumes were discarded. 
The librarian in his report saya: "Dur- 
ing the month I have bought sixty-four 
books at a cost of $64.98.

Urges 


Establishing of a 


New Department, 


BERKELEY, February 15.—The es- 


tablishing of a chair of music at th« 
State University, and the unification 
of all the musical affairs and depart- 
ments of the colleges is urged today 
by Editor Loeb of the Daily Califor- 
nian in the following editorial: 


"The University should have a de- 


partment of music, if it consists of 
only one man 
A great part of the 


work of any university is to create or 
develop refinement of taste, and this 
work is not to be done solely by offer- 
ing courses in 
philosophy, or 
lan- 


guages, or literature 
A great educa- 


tional institution fosters pvery 
art. 


The simplest way to develop a taste 
for good music is b> giving concerts 
as frequently as possible under the 
auspices of the University. The Sun- 
day afternoon concerts in the 
Greek 
Theater are a step in the right direc- 
tion, the various 
musical organiza- 
tions are independently striving 
for 
the same end 
But there is a lack of 
unity which is fatal to the cause. Ev- 
ery musical club bearing the name of 
the University should he brought to- 
gether with every other, and'Hhe con- 
solidated musical clubs be put under 
the instruction of one capable musical 
director 
The ideal method is to es- 
tablish a. chair of music, just as there 
is a. chair of elocution and a dramatic 
committee which are making more ef- 
fective the work formerly undertaken 
by individual classes and societies. If 
an instructor of music is a financial 
impossibility there is no such objec- 
tion to a musical director paid as now 
by the musical clubs themselves, or to 
an amalgamation of all the clubs. Un- 
der one director the musical talent of 
the University can unite with a com- 
mon end in view—the production of 
music that is worth while. There are 
among us enough musicians to make 
great things possible. Appoint an in- 
structor of music, or place all musical 
clubs under one director 
who 
will 
plan for them to work concertedly in 
the same direction, and the University 
will rlghtfull; earn her title as a 
patron of good music, as she is al- 
ready known for 
her 
influence in 
elevating the drama."

chartered. 


Under the act of Congress of March 


14, 1900,-national tanks are authorized 
to incorporate with a minimum capi- 
tal of $25,000 and 
to issue national 


bank currency if they wished to do so, 
to the full amount of the paid up cap- 
ital stock on deposit with the United 
States Treasurer 
of .United States 


bonds to like amount. 


To obtain a charter from the Gov- 


ernment while applicants need not be

• The. 'Comptroller of the Currency re- 
quires a report of the condition of tho 
bank at least five times a year, and as 
much oftener as'he'pleases. There Is a 
penalty of $700.00 per day for all delay 
over flve days in reporting.

:iome or one-half of it In New York: 
Banks are examined twice a year by 
the National Bank Examiners appointed 
by the Comptroller. For the district cov- 
ering California there are two, one for 
the first six months, the other for the 
second six. No notice is given of con- 
template'd examinations. 
The examiners 
are paid by' the banks In proportion to 
assets. If a bank is a designated de- 
pository-it nrnst deposit U. S. bonds to 
amount /of

security.

AN OUTSIDE VIEW OF THE 


BONDING SCHEME. 


Reasons Advanced to Show That a 


Water Plant Should Not 


Burden Taxpayers. 


(San Francisco 


The proposition to bond the city of 


Oakland for nearly $6,000,000 to buy a 
theoretical water supply is undergoing 
quite efficient discussion over there. 
The Call has always stood for a definite 
policy in respect to municipal social- 
ism by public ow^eiship 
of 
public 


utilities. If the people want such own- 
ership they are entitled to t\vo safe- 
guards against loss and maladminis- 
tration. The first of these is to be had 
by eliminating competition. 
It 
is 


Bowhere regarded as a proper policy 
to leave a private competitor in the 
Held. Wherever this is neglected loss 
and trouble result. 


The other safeguard is found in bas- 


ing the bonds upon the 
plant 
they 


create, leaving the public credit free. 
.Where this is done the cost ot" the 
plant and of its maintenance is paid 
i>y its -users and it Is all paid in the 
rate charged to them, and none of it 
can be charged to them as taxpayers. 
."When they pay part of it as ratepay- 
ers and part of it as taxpayers, the 
cost is concealed from them and they 
have no means at all of knowing the 
cost of the service. 


Thin plan of making the plant carry 


Its own credit and cost of maintenance 
Is generally accepted as a proper and 
most necessary policy where munici- 
pal 
ownership is undertaken. Es- 


pecially is it so in American 
cities, 


inhere it is hard to separate politics 
and business. The fact that The Call 
advocated these two safeguards long 
before Oakland 
took 
up municipal 


ownership does not deter the organ of 
municipal socialism in that city from 
publishing an attack upon uhat it calls 
our "sophistry" In the matter, nor from 
imputing to this paper motues that 
have no place in its policy. 


The position of The Call may not 


appeal to fanatics nor is it intended 
to do so. But that it appeals to busi- 
ness common sense is evident in the 


• very numerous expressions of business 


men in our sister city. Our critic says 
that the seawall bonds rest upon the 
revenues of that improvement, because 
of a legislative act, submitting that 
Plan to a vote of the people, by whom 
it was ratified. This is true, and it 1s 
also an indorsement of The Call's posi- 
tion by the people of 
California. It 


proves that whenever and 
wherever 


the people have the opportunity they 
will continue to indorse it. The iote>~ 
of Oakland cast a good majority in 
favor of making- the seawall pay its 
ovi n bonds. 


Give th?m a chance to vote again 


and they v, ill apply the same principle 
to municipal ownership. But it is said 
by our Oakland censor that "there is 
no legislation and authority empower- 
ing Oakland" to vote bonds based upon 
the plant they create.

Nor was there any 
such authority for the people of the 
State to vote upon the seawall bonds 
until it was legally conferred. It can

This 
IB a singular argument to make in 
favor of mortgaging the city for near-

over there have any element of amuse- 
ment in it, this might be put among 
the humors of the -contest. There is 
no greater violation of natural justice 
than to compel a man to pay for what 
is of no benefit to ham. The reaso«s 
given for making non-users pay for a 
municipal plant are -the very reasons 
\\liy the users only should pay for it. 
They, too, are entitled to the protection 
they will get In economical manage- 
ment of the plant, \\hich can only be 
if its whole cost is charged 
in 
the 


rates, and none in, the taxes. 


The people of Oakland have before 


them now an example of what political 
water management means. They are 
asked to vote a mortgage of nearly 
56,000,000 on their property, but 
are 


denUcl the right to see or know the 
contract for which it is to be spent! 
Fairness and justice require that such 
a contract be framed 'and made, sub- 
ject to ratification 
by the 
people. 


Speaking in behalf of the taxpayers of 
that city, we deprecate this i ef usal to 
let them see the contract for which 
they are to pay. Why they are not 
permitted to know what it is, and what 
it provides for, no one has explained. 
It is especially hard ' on those 
tax- 


payers who must pay for the proposed 
plant, though they will not use it, and 
is contemptuous treatment of all 
tax- 


payers. 


We care nothing for the corporation 


that now supplies Oakland with water, 
except that it is not good public policy 
to destroy property. Nor do we care 
anything for the corporation 
which 


wants to sell a 
non-existing water 


plant to the city and refuses to let the 
people pass upon the contract 
which 


would re\ eal its plans, and its metliod 
of constructing that plant which has 
no existence at present. To us it is 
merely a public question 
of interest 


everywhere, to which we apply busi- 
ness principles that are also general 
and applicable everywhere. 


The man or newspaper with nothing 


to offer but invective and vituperation 
may not be followed safely 
in 
such 


matters. Personal abuse is satisfac- 
tory only to the man who uses it as a 
weapon m debate. It is the malevolent 
overflow of a vicious disposition, or the 
weedy product of a barren mind. Men 
of sense are not influenced .by it, and 
it would be a woeful thing for any city 
to take its mood from those who use 
no other weapon.

SOCKEYE' SALMON. 


OLTMPIA, Wash., February 15.— 
Consideration of measures to prevent, 
the extermination of the sockeye sal- 
mon, which constitutes the best part 
of the salmon pack of Pueet Sound 
and the Fraser river, has brought over 
half a hundred persons interested in 
the fishing industry to Olympia to ap- 
pear before the joint fisheries com- 
mission. The Dig packing companies 
favor a bill now before the Legislature 
fixing a six weeks' closed season, or a 
practical suspension of sockeye fishing 
during the year 1906 and 1908, in con- 
junction with British Columbia, which 
has already passed a law embracing 
1 those features. The independents and 
individual fishermen oppose the closed 
season, but-favor a weekly suspension 
of thirty-six hours in all years, claim- 
ing that the bill proposed by the big 
companies would bankrupt the small 
canners *nd that such drastic meas- 
ures are not necessary. • No decision 
was reached by the committee.

New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware 
and Maryland. The process will 
con- 


tinue for three months, and on its re- 
sults will depend the amount of the 
awards to various railroads for carry- 
ing the malls from July 1, 1905 to July 
1, 1909. 


There are 6000 postoffices in the de- 


partment and five thousand mail trains 
daily. Every postmaster and every 
clerk in charge of a car will be obliged 
to submit the weights in daily 
re- 


ports. This work requires the services 
of 400 additional men on the trains and 
at depots.
